. God, who has “no respect of person,” and is “too 
pure to behold iniquity.” 

But these we know have not conceived the true 
God. We who know Him as He is shall always be 
found consistent, shall we not? But when we claim 
God as our Wisdom, our Intelligence, we are not 
consistent if we look to any earthly source for guid-

ance in thought or deed. There are many who 
would make us believe that because they have copy- 
righted some statement of Truth that they have 
therefore discovered Truth, and we should acknow!]- 
edge them as the Mighty One, and do them honor 
by following the little creed which they have set up. 
It is the prerogative of small souls to build up these 
little sacerdotal ant hills and for a season fill them 
with their willing slaves, but thank God, they have 
not cornered the living Christ. Jesus saw this 
tendency of the limited understanding to dominate 
and claim as its own the all of God’s revelation to 
men, hence his warning, “They shall say unto you, 
lo! here is the Christ, or lo! there! but go not forth.” 
Christ is the Higher Consciousness of everyone, and 
that Consciousness may be expressed through us, if 
we look to it and open the way for it into the world 


of things.

This materializing tendency of a doctrine that 
promises new and swifter ways of accomplishing all 
things, is becoming more and more prevalent. 
Instead of looking for a “new heaven and new 
earth,” with its justice and equity, metapbyscians 
are sitting down to the task of perpetuating 
present social, commercial and governmental con- 
ditions as the basis of their paradise. 

God’s promise of abundant support to those 
who do his will, is being construed to mean that it 
is his will that wealth shall be attained through a 
superior understunding and use of the mental] law 
of accumulation. When Jesus was tempted to turn 
stones into bread, by this adversary of spiritual ways, 
he said, ‘Man shall not live by bread alone.”

The Law of Success in Business.

What is the law of business sucess? Every 
business man will give you a different answer, and 
will lay to that one all his prosperity. 

But down under all this diversity is there not 
some fundamental law that each one, though 
perhaps unknowingly, fulfills? Yes. The law of 
belief or expectation. 

One of the laws of the human mind or soul is, 
that whatever the soul aspires after, reaches for, 
and believes it can have; will come to it. Christ 
knew and tried to teach men this Jaw when he said, 
“whatsoever ye shall ask, * * believing, ye shall 
receive;’ and again, “all things are possible unto 
him that believeth.” 

It is the rich man’s belief, not only in himself 
and his powers, but actually in his success that 
makes him successful. A man used to financial 
gain, expects it, believes that it is one of his rights, 
and the idea of failure hardly occurs to him; and 
the more he gains the stronger does this belief or 
expectation become. 

Unto him that hath shall be given,” ete., is the 
great exposition of this law, because “he that hath” 
sees in his very having, reason to expect more. 

Possession gives faith. confidence. It is easy to 
expect success with a full pocket. but “he that hath 
not” is usually expecting another loss, at least he 
fears it, and thus he unconsciously invites it. 

But, you say, if one is a failure how can he 
believe in his success? Very easily. There is 
another law of the mind which provides that any 
proposition which is repeatedly insisted upon (even 
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against belief at first) eventually will be accepted as 
true, and the more one tries to believe it the quicker 
the process. This is the secret spring of the door 
of success. 

Never allow that you are a failure. Always 
insist to yourself, mechanically, if need be, that you 
are gaining, are winning, are a success. Let him 
that hath not refuse to see the loss, let him insist 
upon it at every moment that he is a success, and 
gradually he will come to believe it down in his 
heart. When that time comes he has a guarantee 
of its appearance in his pocket book. 

Unto him that hath shall be given is not an 
injustice, but an equitable law of the human soul 
teaching that cheerfull, expectant belief is better 
than worry. 

Men who keep the ten commandments intact 
often consider it hard that the unprincipled scoun- 
drel wins where they fail, but that scoundrel has 
(probably unwittingly) kept one commandment, as 
important as any of the ten, while they have 
broken it—the command to believe—and it is the one 
of all that they most “need in their business.” 

In brief then, insist on seeing the bright side 
always, look only at your progress, forget your 
failures, magnify each success, till you come to 
believe that you can win—then the mind or soul 
“will do the rest.” 

But don’t scan particulars too closely, so that, if 
this particular wheat deal falls flat, you lose faith. 
Look at the general trend of affairs and the 
particulars will take care of themselves. 

Use this prescription upon yourself while 
waiting for the car, walking down town, at every 
spare moment. Insist that you are lucky, prosper- 
ous, gaining, and sooner than you think, you will 
not need to say it, for other people will tell you so; 


and if you ever doubt the law test it by the rich or 
successful men you know. Did you ever see one 
who was not confident? Or did you ever seea 
cheerful, confident man who wasn’t prospering, 
The formula is simple. Try it.

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Lesson 3. duly 17. 
Elljah on Carmel —I Kings 18:30-39 

Review the prevous lesson as preliminary to this. 
The kingdom of Israel symbolizes that state of 
mind, which has been once under the dominion 
of love and wisdom; but having wearied of the 
Spirit’s restraint has openly rebelled against it. 
It has forsaken the true God and “gone after 
Baalim”—a state of mind where there is a “famine,” 
a hungering and thirsting after—they know not 
what—but really after that which only can satisfy 
Truth and Love. When men lose the consciousness 
of Love through sin, hungering and thirsting they 

seek satisfaction in sense gratification. 


“Jezebel” stands for the judgment; Ahab. the 
will of carnal mind. When the will and under 


standing, on the Spiritual plane, are united 
(married), then the mind is in divine harmony, 
so the understanding (“Jezebel”) acts spasmodically, 
passionately, independently of the will (‘Ahab’). 
It is worthy of note that the name “Jezebel” means, 
not cohabited—the understanding not harmoniously 
united to the will—not under its control. Although 
the whole kingdom of mind seems dominated by 
this eccentric “Jezebel,” yet the situation is not 
hopeless; for Israel having been once loyal to Truth, 
there are still many elements of thought in the 
higher altitude (“mountains of Gilead’’) that are 
secretly true. Among the “seven thousand” true 
thoughts in this higher region of mind, the most 
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potent is “Elijah” (Jehovah, my Ged). From the 
mystic meaning of “Elijah” we see that the re- 
cognition of God in the utterance of “I am” gives 
us “the spirit and power of “Elijah” by which we 
find ourselves at-one with Omnipotence, since we 
recegnize “I am’ as Jehovah my God. 

As Moses was omnipotent (sufficient) to deliver 
all Israel from Egyptian bondage through the 
omnipotent power of the word, “I am,” so you are 
equally clothed with omnipotent power to deliver 
rebellious Israel from the bondage of sensuality by 
the faithful use of the same omnipotent word. 

The chief point of this lesson is the dynamic 
qower of right words to overthrow undesirable 
conditions here so graphically set forth under the 
similitade of history. “Take with you words, and 
return unto the Lord.’”’—(Hosea 10-14:2). 

This greatest of all names of God, hidden 
beneath the name “Elijah,’—“I am’—the only 
divine name man can consciously know, this 
omnipotent word, persistently held and vehemently 
uttered with full realization of its divine meaning, 
will ultimately make itself felt and set up such a 
reverberation in the consciousness among the per- 
verted thoughts as to reclaim them again to God— 
‘turn their heart back again” (verse 37), with the 
glad confession: “Jehovah (I am), He is God; 
Jehovah, He is God.” A verse-by-vese analysis 
shows the manner of proceedure: 

30 “All the peoplecame near.” In making your 
demonstration, you must have full attention of 
every thought; 

31-32. You must rebuild Israel’s alter of worship 
onthe broad foundation of alljTruth (‘12 stones”), 
answering to all Israel’s (“12 tribes); 

33-35. And thrice baptize your sacrifice with 
the cleansing Spirit of Truth—the Holy Ghost. 


36. Then, “at the time of the evening sacrifice” 
you must recognize and emphasize the far reaching 
compass and amplitude of your word, “I am’; that 
it is “the God of Abraham and Isaac and of Israel,” 
embracing all. You must make the whole mind 
understand that this is the “God of Israel,” whose 
servant you are and whose word you speak. 

37. Then reverently and prayerfully speak your 
word to the understanding of all thoughts, and, with 
full recognition of the Lord God in it, you will find 
that your desire is already accomplished — “that 
thou hast turned their heart back again.” 

38. And so in demonstration of the Spirit, your 
omnipotent word has power to bring down the “fire” 
of Divine Love in its all-consuming potency—the 
Holy Ghost cleansing and eradicating every rebel- 
lions thought and sin from the consciousness. 

39. Then the universal acclamation: “I am, He 
is God, I am, He is God.” 

40. Then will all thoughts at your command in 
concurrent action co-operate to destroy the domin- 
ion of the false prophets, which have so long 
seduced your Israel from her steadfastness. 

Thus by faithfully standing by the principle of 
the strong word, “Jehovah my God,” you may 
purify the consciousness, and bring about a refor- 
mation of thought conformable to that word of 
Truth. 


“And though wrong grind small, 
And all shall depart:

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Lesson 4.—duly 24. 
Elijah’s Flight.—I Kings 19:1-16. 

Having wrought a great reform in the mind by 
the vibratory power of strong words you naturally 
rest after labor so heroic, with results so satisfactory. 

But in rest there is sometimes danger. A victor- 
ious army resting without vigilance is open to attack 
from a wily enemy. The greater the action the 
greater the reaction that follows; “the greater the 
strain the more terrible the recoil.” There is seldom 
a church revival without reactionary conditions 
succeeding. As long as ministers have their “blue 
Mondays,” after great Sunday exertion, we may not 
wonder at Elijah’s despair after his masterful 
exertion on Carmel, and his running before Ahab’s 
chariot. Mortal mind’s thought with which you 
have consorted is not dead, because her forces have 
been discomfited. In the relaxation of effort the 
smouldering fires of passion will again assert them- 
selves for the inner world of intelligences is no 
less active or vindictive than the outer. 

1-2. Here the will (Ahab) and the judgment 
(Jezebel) are not harmoniously conjoined, for one is 
Spiritual, the other carnal. And “carnal mind is 
enmity against God—is not subject to the law 
of God, neither indeed can be.” All your troubles 
arise from consorting with carnal thought. The 
will, being Israelitish, hears your strong word, and 
assents to it; but the passionate and un-wisdom 
judgment over-rides the will, seeking to destroy 
the true Israelitish demonstrator of Truth, that the 
carnal-mind worship of the sex gods may be 
maintained. 

3 After your successful demonstration over the 
fleshly lusts, the passionate ravings of the carnal 
judgment may fill you with consternation and 
alarm: so that you flee for succor to “Beersheba” 
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(the well of the oath). That is, you seek to renew 
your covenant vows with God, and thus find relief 
and safety. 

4. But not readily finding relief from your 
despondency, you wander solitary and alone in the 
“wilderness” of your barren mind, and sit down in 
hopeless despair; and this is the hotbed of self 
condemnatory and suicidal thoughts. In the “Castle 


of Giant Despair” death seems desirable. 

5-6. But regaining composure in this place of 
silence, a silent messenger of Truth “touches” you 
with a ray of hope, pointing you to a delicious mor- 
sel of Truth, a “promise” from the Word (“a cake’’): 
receiving which, with the “water of life” you are re- 
freshed, and rest in peace (“laid him down again”). 

7-8. In this larger peace, again a messenger of 
the Spirit “touches” you with hope more bouyant, 
and feasts you with abundance of soul-satisfying 
Truth and Love. ‘Forty days” denotes, its com- 
plete sufficiency to restore the Divine fellowship in 
the lofty mountain of thought, where the soul 
“meets God face to face”—“unto Horeb, the mount 
of God.” 

9-10. When you find yourself conscious of the 
Divine presence, you pour out your sorrows, unload 
your burdens, that you may be filled with Divine 
strength and satisfaction. 

11-12. After the turbulence and confusion have 
subsided, you are able to hear unmistakably from 
the depths of silence the Divine Voice, instructing 
you as to the work which the Spirit has for you to 
do. 

Thus the remedy for despondency and despair is 
to flee to the “mountain” altitudes of thought, 
where in communion with the Spirit you find peace 
and power. 


Lesson 5. duly 31. 
Naboth’s Vineyard. 1 Kings 21:4-16 

After the great reforms of the last lesson 
wrought by Elijah, Israel had six years of prosper- 
ity with wicked Jezebel silenced, and the reformed 
Ahab fulfilling the Divine Will in the utter 
overthrow of Israel’s enemies, the thirty-two Syrian 
kings under Benhadad with a vast army that “filled 
the country” while Israels forces were “like two 
flocks of kids.” During this period of success and 
prosperity Elijah has very great influence in all 
Israel, teaching highest truths in the “schools of 
the prophets” and being really the “power behind 
the throne”. Thus we see that, if by the dynamic 
power “I am” held in the mind as “Jehovah, My 
God” (Elijah), you have overthrown all the heart’s 
idolatry. Then will Elijah—the I am power—rule 
the heart and will, and reduce the carnal mind 
(Jezebel) to silence and submission; so that the 
Divine Will is accomplished in the overthrow of 
the mortal miad host—the “foes within.” But as 
Ahab violated the command in saving alive Ben- 
hadad, the king of the enemies, which left him 
open to fears and dangers; so if by disobedience of 
the Inner Veice you save alive some sinful propen- 
sity instead of destroying it, it will by and by bring 
to the surface the inharmony between the will and 
the understanding, where some unlawful mortal 
thought (as covetousness) will show itself, awaken- 
ing the slumbering passions of the carnal, 
inharmonious judgment to override the the will 
and commit deeds of violence which covtousness 
invites. 

2. The attempt to buy for money the vinyard 
of Naboth does not necessarily imply covetousness; 

4. Yet his sulkiness at failure betrays a heart, 
selfish and intensely covetous. Selfishness is the 


mother of covetousness. 
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5-15. Then this Jezebel, princess of the carnal 
thought, the passionate, unbalanced judgement, 
will hastily and imprudently devise means whether 
fair or fou], to obtain what the covetous heart 
desires. It may goad you onto crime. Your first 
mistake was to consort with carnal thought, to 
which the true Israelite can never be harmoniously 
wedded; and which render your understanding illy 
balanced in un-wisdom. -This is a chapter of 
possible experiences to you, if you belong to the 
backslidden, rebellious kingdom of Israel. The 
true inwardness of carnal thought is sure to be 
brought to light to goud you on to crime and death. 

16. You may rejoice in your ill gotten gains; 
but you have yet got to face Elijah, and receive the 
stinging rebuke of the I am voice in your conscious- 
ness. Such ill-gotten gain will prove your ruin. 


Lesson 6. August 7. 
Elijah’s Spirit on Elisha.—2 Kings 2- 6-15. 

Elijah is a type of Christ. For as his name in- 
dicates, he represents the I am consciousness. 
It is by the realization of God in the utterance of 
“Tam” that one comes into conscious at-one-ment 
with the Father. Elijah illustrates the power of 
the Christ to purify the heart, and ennoble and 
glorify the life. That most potent Principle of 
reform is embodied in the name Elijah. It is I 
am—the Principle of Being —“my God” within. 
It is “Christ in you the hope of glory.” Realizing 
* Immanuel, God with us,” transforms you into his 
most glorious image. 

Says Carlyle: “There is no life of a man faith- 
fully recorded but is a heroic poem rhymed or un- 
rhymed.” Let any man live up to his highest 
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light, and his life will be a well rounded epic, a 
complete success, glorious in demonstration, and 
glorified in its final realization. 

Elijah proved to the world that there is no 
death, that death is an enemy to be Overcome 
through faithfully abiding in the I am conscious- 
ness. “The last enemy that shall be destroyed 
_ (by demonstration ) is death.” Immortality is not 
a reward to be meted out by an external God; but 
a demonstration to be made, an attainment to be 
reached through realizing that IJ am already it — 
the understanding and realization of the Divine 
perfection and power within is already mine, only 
awaiting my recognition. 

“T appeared unto Abraham, unto Isaac and 
unto Jacob by the name, God Almighty: but by 
my name, Jehovah (I am) was I not known.” 
—Num. 6:3. Immortality cannot be realized by 
the general name, God Almighty. Only in the 
definite name that makes that God personal to 
yourself is there any Spiritual Life and power. 
An external God has no power to save you. Elijah 
represents man realizing God within “unti] mor- 
tality is swallowed up of Life,” and “this mortal 
puts on immortality.” ' 

Such an one cannot be taken unawares by 
calamity or death. The recognition of Divinity 
within opens the Fountain of Infinite Wisdom to 
him, so that in the logic of events the end is seen 
from the beginning, and his own glorious triumph 
is understood. So in Wisdom he provides for 
Truth’s advancement in the world of thought by 
finding Elisha — Jehovah’s salvation. 

6-8. Only the man of high Spiritual attain- 
ments could follow Elijah over Jordan, and witness 
his demonstration over death, and behold his 
triumphant transition. 
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9-10. Wherefore, the test of fitness to receive 
the elder brother’s “ double portion” of the Spirit’s 
power lay in his ability to witness what carnal eyes 
cannot behold. Even the “fifty sons of the pro- 
phets” can only stand on the other side of Jordan 
“to view afar off.” But he who is in the conscious- 
ness of “Jehovah’s salvation” can come nigh and 
see and understand. 

13. Elisha is a type of the Christian on whom 
must fall the mantle of the Christ when his demon- 
stration for humanity is finished. 

14. But he must demonstrate his fitness for 

‘the Spirit’s work by doing “the mighty works” of 
Christ, whom Elijah represents. For Christ is the 
Eternal I am, “Immanuel, God with us”— within 
us — Elijahhu — Jehovah my God. 

15. And “all the sons of the prophets” shall 
see that “the Spirit of Elijah doth rest upon 
Elisha;” for only he, who realizes ‘J ehovah’s 
salvation,” can go forth “in the spirit and power of 
Elijah” to do the Master’s work. He is the true 
Christian.
